They Had Been Talking About 
Meeting Blind Dave Weikert in 


Wocdp and Taking his Money. 


At the September Argument Court 


before President Judge 8. McC. Swope 
and Aesoc5ate Judges George H. Troe- 
tol and C. D. Smith on Monday rnoru- 
iug the following business was trans- 
acted : 


The eases of Com. vs. Leo Clay- 


baugh and Charles Caeeatt, charged 
with the robbery of blind Dave Wei- 
kert'e store at Round Top was heard. 
The bovs had plead guilty. District 
Attorney Neely called as witnesses 
Paul and FrankTwoomey who testified 
that the day before they bad heard 
Clayhuugh and Caesattsay they would 
like to meet the old man in tbe woods, 
meaning Weikert, and take bis money 
from him. The Claybaugh boy is a 
son of the man who is serving sentence 
in the- Eastern Penitentiary for forg- 
ery and who made a daring escape 
from jail here and broke bis leg in a 
fall frouj the jail wall. Tbe boy is 15 
years of age and the Cassatt boy is 18 
yearn old. Before passing sentence 
Judge Swope stated that he had made 
Inquiry about the boys and bad con- 
cluded that it would be best both for 
tbe boys and the community that they 
be Bent to the Reformatory and both 
boy« were committed to the Hunting- 
don Reformatory for such period as 
the Managers of the same should find 
necessary to keep them.

Mr. Karl of Har 


Opening of College. 


Gettysburg College opened on last 


Thursday with ninety new students. 
There was one addition to the Junior 
class. Ten to the Sophomore class and 
the Freshman class numbers seventy- 
nine with prospects of several addi- 
tions. The opening of college was 
marked by several new features that 
have caught on. Instead of the usual 
rough class rush which often turned 
into a rough and tumble fight, the 
Freshman class was initiated with a 
tug of war and a tie up on Nixon Field 
on last Saturday afternoon. 
In the 


tug of war the ten best men of each 
class got at either end of a rope with 
the result of a score of 3 to 0 for the 
Sophomores. In the tie up each man 
was provided with two ropes and it 
was his business to tie up a member 
of the other class hand and foot and 
carry him back of the goal posts. 
When time was called the score stood 
88 to 21 in favor of the Sophomores. 


The prospects are bright for a strong 


football team. Coach Vail was on the 
ground before the opening of college 
and the old members of the team came 
early and began to practice. It may 
be questionable whether the team will 
have had practice enough to make a 
good showing in the game on Saturday 
with ihe University of Pennsylvania, 
but the team is expected to give a good 
account of itself before end of season.

there was a larger turn out than u«ual 
of the merchants at the uieetioi; of the 
Retail Merchants' Association on latt 
Friday evening. 


A communication was read 


Edsou J. Week. General 
Agent uf the Reading Railroad in re- 
ply to letter from the special Com 
inlttee having charge of the matter, 
giving assurances that when the fall 
time table is made up, that an early 
train will be included from Harm burg 
to Gettysburg. Mr. Mauger, the As- 
sistant Passenger agent \i-ited (Get- 
tysburg last week and he ajso indi- 
cated that the tram leaving Harrisburg 
after 8 o'clock in the morning, would 
be changed to 7.15, shortly after the 
arrival of the train from Philadelphia 
and that would put the first train iuto 
Gettysburg shortly after 9 o'clock. 
' (t was further indicated by 
Mt. 


Mauger that the Sunday trains into 
and out of Gettysburg would be con- 
tinued during the winter, inquiry 
was made as to the best time for the 
first train out of Gettysburg in the 
morning during the winter. To catch 
the first train at Harrisburg for Phila- 
delphia the time would have to remain 
near six o'clock while the second train 
ooold be caught by train leaving Get- 
tysburg at 8 o'clock. Mr. Mauger was 
told by the Committee of Citizens that 
an 8 o'clock train would more likely 
suit the conveniences of the traveling 
public out of this place and this seem- 
ed to be the sentiment of the Mer- 
chants on Friday evening. 


The committee further reported that 


Mr. Mauger had said that Gettysburg 
ought to protect the travelers 'coming 
•here from annoyances from nackmen 
at the depot and from boys with sou- 
venirs at the same point. Travelers 
have reported being surrounded and 
followed for squares and the annoy- 
aijce reached such an extent that it 
seamed like a breach of the peace. 
I$e Merchants' Association realiz- 


ing the importance to protect the good 
name of Gettysburg, so as to encour- 
age instead of discouraging the travel 
of the public to this point were unani- 
mous that the protection of the travel- 
er should be a matter gone into oy the 
Association and a motion that a com- 
mittee on Transportation and Traffic 
be appointed carried, and the matter 
of better regulations will be taken up 
by this committee. 


The important matter of the even- 


ing was presented by H. T. Weaver, 
who suggested that the merchants of 
the association should at an early date 
have a general bargain day. or days, 
or a week. That otner towns have 
had undertakings along this line. 
The merchants would join in offering 
special bargains during the occasion, 
no two merchants in the same line 
offering the same bargains, and that 
the event should be extensively ad- 
vertised in the papers, and by circu- 
lars in every part of county and terri- 
tory trading at Gettysburg. The sug- 
gestion was approved of by all the 
merchants present, and it was decided 
that the matter be made a special 
order of the evening at the meeting 
on Friday evening, September 24, and 
full attendance of our merchants be- 
ing desired on that date. 


After a discussion of the rules on ad- 


vertising mediums, it was decided by 
a unanimous vote that the rules did 
not apply to the college publications, 
Gettysburgian, Mercury, Spectrum, 
Y. M. C. A. Hand Book, and Lecture 
Course announcements, nor to Prof. 
Roth's publication, School Bulletin, 
Institute and Lecture course, and 
School Directors program. A motion 
carried for a special advertising com- 
mittee, to whom all matters of special 
advertising schemes will be referred 
under the rules of the association. 


October 1st was fixed as the date for

ground. There is considerable dan- 
ger now in alighting iu a strong wind. 
because the only effective way to 
come to the earth is for the machine 
to be brought head to the wiud, but to 
do this there is hazard of its upsetting 
in the manoeuver. 


•'The principal aviators of the world 


are now directing their experiments 
toward correcting these weaknesses, 
and I think the next year will see 
vast strides made in this direction, 
and when some plan is perfected, 
whereby the aeroplaue will maintain 
its equilibrium automatically, and 
alight with safety, the machine will 
be a practical working force in our 
life. In a few years I look to see 
them as common as automobiles are 
at the present time."

Care Needed in Sending Samples. 
Specimens of insects, and of plants 


attacked by pests and fungus diseases, 
that are sent to State Zoologist Sur- 
face, Harrieburg, for examination and 
report, should be packed with care, so 
that the same will arrive in good con- 
dition. 


Recently some clover leaves infested 


with plant lice reached the Professor 
in bad shape, and the instructions that 
be gave to the person who sent them 
will be useful for others to observe 
who contemplate sending specimens 
tor the obtaining of information. The 
letter follows : 


"I have received the leaves of young 


clover and the plant lice which you 
send to us with tbe interesting state- 
ment that the bees are at present 
gathering honey dew from these. Uu- 


i fortunately the material was too much 
dried and broken when it arrived to 
enable us to determine anything con- 
cerning the species of tbe Aphids, and 
i should like very much to receive 
some in better condition. I, therefore, 
enclose three two-cent stamps and ask 
if you will kindly mail me some more 
of the clover containing the plant lice: 
; and, especially, if you can find any 


j with wings, these should be enclosed, 


j Please put them in something like a 


j tin baking powder can with a tightly- 
fitting lid. 
The specimens will then 


keep fresh without letting them be 
crushed, and when they reach us we 
can mate a proper study of them."

Question of Pavements 


The borough authorities have ser- 


ved notice on a large number of our 
t'iti/.eus, to repair and make new pave- 
ments. Attention has been called in 
the Compiler, to a number of pave- 
inent< iu a deplorable condition, and 
there is no question that a number of 
new pavements should be made. 


Iu a recent walk in the heart of the 


town, only two pavements in a dist- 
ance of almost two -squaiee, could be 
found that did riot need a remaking. 
The dry season has prevented the 
evidence of a scene of puddles, which 
mauy pavements will present as soon 
as the rains come. 


There 'is a question whether the 


Town Council has taken the 
best 


methods to secure and encourage the 
building of new pavements, it has 
been our opinion that our people are 
entitled to more consideration than 
the ordinances permit, namely that a 
couucilmen can look at a pavement, 
and then report the same, and escape 
all unpleasantness by having the 
Secretary serve a formal legal notice, 
which puts the citizens on record as 
one who is not maintaining good 
pavements. 
Why cant council men 


adopt a better method when bad pave- 
ments are located ? Why could not 
members of the council visit the Mti- 
x.eus on the quiet, and suggest new 
pavements, and make it plain that tiie 
suggestion i<3 made to avoid a record, 
and a formal notice. The assertion is 
ventured that many citixens would 
make promises which would be kept, 
which would give more new pave- 
ments than any strictly legal method 
will bring. 


Another way for our town authori- 


ties to encourage the building of new 
pavements, would be to make an ex- 
ample.
